Outlining the most extensive federal 
report ever u n d ertak en against local 
crim e. A ttorney General Mitchell told 
of a co-ordinated drive by all govern- 
m e n t 
l a w 
enforcem ent 
agencies 
against gangsters 
The cam paign was instituted early 
last sum m er when the Hoover adm in­ 
istration realized th at the uncheeked 
grow th of racketeering in Chicago and 
elsewhere 
was 
becoming 
a 
serious 
problem. Mitchell said a special agent 
w as sent there from W ashington to 
act as assistant to the U. S. district 
atto rn ey and to co-ordinate the w ork 
of all governm ent agencies. 
T he governm ent branches concern­ 
ed in the w ar include the justice de­ 
partm ent, prohibition bureau, narcotics 
bureau, im m igration service, 
secret 
service, industrial alcohol bureau, coast 
guard and custom s service. 
Tn Chicago recently the 
staffs 
of 
several of these units have been in­ 
creased, but 
Mitchell explained 
the 
governm ent was not concentrating its 
forces in th a t city. 
Its present effort 
is national in scope 
w herever 
the 
g an g ster threat is serious, he said. 


Chicago, Nov. 21.—The federal gov­ 
ern m e n t’s offensive against Chciago 
g angsters and racketeers has resulted 
in conviction of three men on charges 
of dodging income taxes and indict­ 
m ent of IO others. 
R alph "B ottles” Capone, brother of 
“Scarface” Al, and Ja ck Guzik, second 
in com m and of the gang, 
w ere 
the 
first to face trial and w ere convicted 
the first leaders of the Capone gang 
ever convicted on any serious charge 
in Chicago since Al rose 
to 
power 
shortly after the 18th am endm ent went 
into effect. 
R alph 
Capone 
was 
sentenced 
to 
th ree years in the federal penitenti­ 
ary and fined $10,000. 
He is free on 
bond pending appeal. 
Guzik, convicted last night of dod­ 
ging income tax paym ents 
on 
the 
thousands he drew from Cicero g am ­ 
bling houses, faces a sentence of three 
years and a $15,000 fine. 
F ra n k Nitti, cousin of Al Capone 
and the “judge” of the gang who says 
■who shall be “taken for a ride” and 
when, was surprised recently by fed­ 
eral agents and captured to face trial 
on an income tax indictment.

Roberts, fath e r of Donald, who heard 
the explosion from a nearby field.

States, Secretary Davis said: “I am thinking of the more than 
500,000 children who must look to the community for care and 
maintenance; of the more than 200,000 who were dealt with by 
our juvenile courts last year and of the hundreds of thousands 
of others who are on the road to dependency and neglect, and 
will finally fill our jails and almshouses. I am thinking also of the 
Negro and Indian children whose handicaps constitute a continu­ 
ing challenge to us to translate into reality our democratic prin­ 
ciples. 
“I am glad to find that the Forum it tee on Delinquency and 
its Prevention has concerned itself not only with the machinery 
of the Juvenile Court but with homes and the failures for which 
the home life or the lack of home life is responsible. This repre­ 
sents an advance over conditions disclosed by the White House 
Conference of 1909. 
“In 1909 the first juvenile court was IO years old and a pio­ 
neering psychiatrist who was then beginning the study of the 
individual delinquent was expected to solve the problems that re­ 
mained unsolved. The juvenile court movement Is now more than 
.’IO years old, psychiatric and child guidance clinics have multi­ 
plied, and we are still seeking the road to the prevention and cure 
ol delinquency. 
“Although neither juvenile court nor psy c h ia tric clinic bas 
proved a panacea, experts recommend expansion and im p r o v e ­ 
ment of both. But we know also that we must look for preven­ 
tion in the home, the school, and the community. Here we find 
the conditions that c re a te conflicts, unhappiness* a n d antisocial 
attitudes, and these conditions must tx* removed.” 
Commenting upon the long list of things that must be done 
in adopting any program for the health and protection of chil­ 
dren, Secretary Davis emphasized the fact that no item is more 
important to the child, or contributes more to our national wel­ 
fare, than the uninterrupted employment of American fathers at 
a wage which will provide security and a reasonable standard of 
living for their families.
